Incumbents win 
races for Congress 


Incumbents in three valley 
congressional districts easily 
outdistanced challengers to win re- 
election Tuesday. 

By a margin of more than 2 to 1, 
voters in the 33rd District returned 
Republican David Dreier to a second 
term in the House and Republican 
Jerry Lewis garnered more than twice 
an many votes as his Democratic 
opponent to win re-election in the 35th 
District. Democrat George E. Brown 
Jr. was re-elected by a clear margin in 
the 36th District. 

The final tally shows Dreier of La 
Verne with 110,344 votes, while his 
nearest opponent, Democrat Paul 
Servelle of Whittier, received 45,344 
votes. Claremont resident Mike 
Noonan, the Peace and Freedom Party 
candidate, chalked up 2,815 votes and 

Libertarian Phillips B. Franklin, a 
marketing service manager from 
Ontario, received 2,215 votes. 

Dreier, who battled fellow 
Republican Wayne Grisham for his 
party’s nomination in the June 
piimary, said he is optimistic the 
country will recover from the current 
economic recession. 

“While unemployment has reached 
10 percent, we have to look at a very 
important figure. Never before has 

loyment been at a percentage rate 
higher than it is today. 

“During the economic boon of the 
1960s, 56 percent of all adult Americans 
were employed. Today, 57.7 percent of 
all adult Americans over 16 years of 
age are working in this country. 


“We often hear about the booming 
economies of both Japan and West 
Germany. In those countries, 54 to 56 
percent of the adult population is 
working.”’ 

Dreier said when he ran in 1980, the 
overwhelming key issue was the fact 
that the inflation rate hit 18 percent.‘ 
Inflation is without a doubt the cruelest 
tax of all because people on fixed 
incomes and welfare and senior 
citizens are those hardest hit. We have 
brought that rate to an annual rate of 
3.3 percent,” he added. 

“One thing has to be realized. Never 
in the history of the world has any 
economy been able to reduce inflation 
without going through some sort of 
economic slowdown,” Dreier said. 

Dreier, an honors graduate of © 
Claremont McKenna College, serves on 
the House Banking Committee and the 
Committee on Small Business. He has 
authored legislation to restore 
incentives to the nation’s small 
business sector. He serves on the 
House Regulatory Reform Task Force 
“and the Task Foree Crime.

registered voters, lies entirely within 
Los Angeles County and includes 
Pomona, Claremont, La Verne, San 
Dimas, Glendora, Duarte, Covina, 
Walnut, Daimond Bar, Whittier and La 
Mirada. 

Lewis of Redlands handily won the 
35th District seat with 167,551 votes. 
His challenger, Democrat Robert E. 
Erwin, received 76,817 votes. 

The district, with 232,018 registered 
voters,includes parts of San 
Bernardino and Los Angeles counties 
and all of Inyo County. In the final 
tally, Lewis had 503 votes in Los 
Angeles County, 106,784 votes in San 
Bernardino County and 60,265 in Inyo 
County. Erwin recieved 403 votes in 
Los Angeles County, 49,549 in San 
Bernardino County and 26,865 votes in 
Inyo County. 

During his campaign, Lewis cited 
unemployment as the major issue. 
“There is no question that the 
unemployment situation in the country 
at the present time is critical,’’ he 
said.

that we are living in a 

world,’”’ Lewis said. While the free 
marketplace is important to maintain, 
the federal government must also be 
sensitive to unfair foreign competition 
in Southern California, he added. 

‘“‘Many Americans are firmly 
committed to the President in his 
efforts to stimulate the private sector 
through cuts in federal spending and 
reductions in taxes,’”’ said Lewis, a 1956 
graduate of UCLA. 

Brown, a veteran congressman, 
captured 76,096 votes to win reelection 
in the36th congressional district. His 
Republican challenger, John Paul 
Stark, collected 64,005 votes. 


The district, which serves Ontario, 
Fontana, Rialto, Colton and San 
Bernardino, is divided between San 
Bernardino and Riverside counties. 

Brown captured 54,594 votes in San 
Bernardino County and $21,502 votes in 
Riverside County. Stark collected 
47,819 votes in San Bernardino County 
and 16,186 votes in Riverside County. 


Brown, first elected to Congress in 
1962, said he is now and has always 
been committeed to seeing the United 
States play a leading role in the 
establishment and maintenance of 
world peace. 


Brown said he has introduced 
legislation to begin a verifiable, phased 
disarmament and to establish 
international safeguards such as a 
peacekeeping satellite in space to 
monitor and cobay ee 





Former Pomona Mayor Charles 
Bader led a Republican sweep of four 
Assembly races in valley elections 
Tuesday, and incumbent Ruben Ayala 
garnered 66 percent of the votes cast to 
become the winner in the new 3th 
Senatorial District. 

In a replay of the 1980 race for the 
65th Assembly District seat, Bader 
challenged former San Bernardino 
District District Attorney Jim Cramer. 

But this time, Bader received 36,950 
votes to 33,268 for his Democratic 
opponent. 

In a newly apportioned 65th District 
spread over two counties and including 
the cities of Pomona, Chino, Montclair, 
Ontario and Fontana, Bader received 
his greatest support in San Be 
County where 55.3 percent of the voters 
favored him, while in his home city of 
Pomona he was outpolled by Cramer 
11,770 to 10,372. 

in the 52nd Assembly District, Frank 
Hill, a Congressman’s representative 
from Whittier, scored an easy victor 
~~ Michael Reza, Hacienda Heights

Hill received 59,143 votes to 30,756 for 
his Democratic opponent, or 65.7 
percent cast in a newly apportioned 
district which includes the cities of 
Walnut, West Covina, Rowland 


Heights, Hacienda Heights, een 
and Lar Maa ptt 


in the 67th District, chose to run in the 
new 61st Assembly District race, and 
easily defeated his Democratic 
— Gesa Maria Kearney, a 
rand Terrace travel agent, 71,164 to 
27,544, or 72 percent of the votes. 

The 61st Assembly District is 
entirely in San Bernardino County and 
extends from Upland and Rancho 
Cucamonga to Victorville. 

It will be business as usual in 
Sacramento for Assemblyman Bill 
Lancaster who won his fifth two-year 
term in a 62nd District race by beating 
Democratic opponent Richard Santell 
of West Covina, 67,101 to 30,276. 

Lancaster was victorious in a district 
where Democrats outnumber 
Republicans, 63,450 to 62.241. 

e 62nd Assembly District includes 
Claremont, La Verne, San Dimas, 
Covina, West Covina, and South El 
Monte. 

Ayala, a Democrat, easily handled 
the challenge of Ontario resident Dean 
Kurtz, an engineer at General 
Dynamics Pomona in the new 34th

received 85,464 votes to 42,807 for 
Kurtz, and outpolled Kurtz 15,907 to 
7,299 in Pomona and Diamond Bar.

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Upland’s $23 million budget approved

Without any salary increase allowances for 208 
city employees in 1982-83, Upland’s City Council 
Monday unanimously adopted a $23 million budget 
five months after the fiscal year began. 

Upland’s budget, left $1.7 million in the red after 
State lawmakers slashed state aid to cities, will be 
balanced by dipping into reserves. 

Without making use of the present $3 million 
reserve to make up for the city’s first-ever deficit, 
“drastic” spending cuts and layoffs would follow, 
Mayor John McCarthy said in a ‘‘State of the City’’ 
address last month. 

This year’s revenue projections climbed by less 
than 1 percent over last year’s $19.9 million level, 


while expected expenditures rose by 8.6 percent, 
City Manager Lee 1 Travers told the council in a 
review of the city’s spending plan. 


An initial projected $2.5 million deficit was 
trimmed by transfering $940,000 of last year’s 
unspent revenues into this year’s coffers and paring 
$244,000 from department requests. 

“We feel it is as lean as it can be,’ said 
Councilwoman Dina Hunter, chairman of the Fi- 
nance and Budget Committee. “Our position is to 
maintain services.” 

While no layoffs are expected, Councilman Frank 
Carpenter said he “‘deeply regrets” the budget has 
no provision for employee pay hikes. 

“We plan to review salaries mid-year,” Carpen- 
ter said. 


Upland voters nix two local propositions

two local propositions on 
Tuesday’s ballot. 

Measure M, to establish 
a city-operated paramed- 
ic service, did not 
achieve the required two- 
thirds majority needed 
for passage of the special 
household tax, losing by a 
bare 3.3 percent margin. 
Tuesday’s defeat was 
the second time voters 
shot down the proposal in 
two years. 

Measure N, which would 
have created a redevelop- 
ment project area within 
Upland, was soundly de- 
feated by nearly a 10 
percent margin; 8,327 


cast no votes and 6,448 
voted yes.

Dear Master Gardener: 


Q. Do you know of any method I can use for 
insects in the lawn? There are times when I have a 
difficult time determining whether the damage is 
caused by insects or some other problem. 

A. It is always best to make sure that insects are 
indeed the cause of your problem before applying 
insecticides. One good way to do this is to use the 
pyrethrum test. Mix one tablespoon of a commercial 
pyrethrum preparation in one gallon of water and 
apply to one square yard of lawn. This will bring the 
lawn moth larvae, cutworms, vegetable weevil 
larvae, and other caterpillars to the surface within

10 minutes. It will also bring up the earwigs. It is 
normal to find a few caterpillars and unless you find 
more than five cutworms or 15 lawn moth larvae per 
square yard it will not be necessary to spray. 

To check for grubs, pillbugs and other legless 
larvae you should select an area containing some 
living grass and see if they are eating roots. If they 
are, you will be able to roll the grass back like a 
carpet. If you find more than one per square foot, 
you should apply an insecticide. The leaves, stems, 
and crowns of the plants should be examined for 
spider mites, leafhoppers and flea beetles. 

Q. I have a bermuda grass lawn. How often 
should I dethatch it? Also, do you have any 
suggestions as to how I should go about it? 

A. Thatch should be periodically removed

because its buildup will foster disease organisms, 
and give the insects a safe harbor. It will often be 
necessary to remove thatch from bermuda grass 
lawns once a year if the lawn is growing well. It is 
best to remove the thatch while the lawn is actively 
growing. Good times to dethatch include mid to late 
spring and late summer to early autumn. 

If you dethatch warm season grasses during the 
winter months you take a chance of letting the 
grasses become weedy. On large lawns a power 
vertical mower is the most effective means of 
dethatching. The rental oe normally have this 
piece of equipment available for your use. 

If you do use a vertical mower it is important to 
avoid unnecessary or excessive injury to the 
turfgrass stand.
